To Tus Eprror or ras Eoyrrian Gazette. 

Sir, —The article under the above title which 
you recently published, has brought some very 
\ateresting letters in reply. The-only one, how- 
ever, that deals with the q@@stion from a prac- 
tical point of view, is that signed “An Obser- 
ver.” In this the writer fairly grapples with 
the problem on its proper Kasis, and drives 
home the lesson your article ‘endeavoured to 
euforce. Other correspondents indillge more or 
less in word-twisting, and succeed to their own 
satisfaction, if-not to that of readers of the 
“Gazette,” in refuting mach that was not 
stated in the article. Notably is this the case 
in the letter signed “R. MacInnes,” who read 
your article to so little purpose that he actual- 
ly stated that the premises laid down were 
“that all religions are equally good and true, 
that in a true religion neither creed nor dogma 
bas any place, and that all modern views and 
enlightened clergy are arriving together at 
these comforting conclusions.” 

One hardly knows which to admire most, the 
misrepresentations of Mr. Maclunes, or tlie 
cvol impudeuce of “A Reader,” who twists the 
opinion that Christianity is capable of supply- 
ing to the full man’s spiritual needs “into a 
doyma to that effect. Buth are striking exam- 
plea of the tendency of Christians to mistake 
the meaning of plain words, and to put their 
own construction on statements that may be 
upposed to their own ideas. Nobody who knows 
anything about some of the religions —if they 
way be so termed—which are professed, aud 
uaye large followings, would commit himself 
to such an assertion as that “all religions are 
equally good and true.” It would be too 
absurd. 

It isa great pity that such questions cannot 
| be dealt with without importing iuto them the 
everlasting religious difficulty. Unfortunately 
there is no prospect of its being eliminated for 
those imbued with the true missionary spirit 
are bound to obey what they believe to be a 
divine command to go out and preach the 
(uspel to every living creature. 

But the question may be put, and reverently 
put,—If Jesus lived at the present time would 
he sanction missionary enterprise as at present 
couducted ? and might not he say: There are 
other commands even of greater importauce 
that should first be obeyed. “A new cumumud- 
ment | give you that ye love one auother.” 
What of that? Let the state of the Curisuan 
Cuurch at the present time answer. Sad 
indeed must be the conceptiun of the Christ 
love as exemplified in Scotland just now, to 
take only one. instance of the bitterness sv 
frequently to be found among the followers ot 
the gentle Saviour. 5 

To one who thinks deoply on suth matters 
this question must be ever present, Has 
Christianity the vital force it should possess 
it all that is claimed for it be true? 

Salem El Kheuouf, in his touching letter 
dated from Suez, tells us bow he? found 
Mahomedanism insufficient for- his spiritual 
ueeds, and how Christianity supplied them ; 
others, myself smong the number, can tell how 
they have found Christianity unable to satisfy 
their conceptions of eternal truth, and how 
that they find it necessary to reject such a 
limitation of the Divine love that belief in 
salvation through one person alone, ‘involves, 
and, while accepting :heChrist principle in full, 
and recognisisg\its wonderful expression in 
Jesus of Na¢areth, yet feel that it was not 
alone to be-found in him, spite of all that 
certain’ passages in ‘our English Bible convey. 

As we read the wards ct Jesus, “I came not 
to callthe righteous bit sin nersto repentance”; 
thé? sheep have I which not of this 
flocks’ ‘The Kingdom of Heaven is within you,” 
we/seem to have full warraut even in the Bible 
for the conviction we cannot crush within us 
that a wider and nobler view of God’s love 
to man is more akin to trath than acceptance 
of the more limited view, aud’ that a greater 
than Jesus was manifesting through him when 
these words were uttered. Viewed in the light 
of “the express image of the Father's grace,” 
Jesus of Nazareth stands on a higher pinnacle, 
my reverence for him is deeper, my estimate 
of his life and work far greater, than when | 
regarded him in my old orthodox days as God 
himself made man. 

The searcher after trath is confronted with 
mysteries at every step he takes,—mysteries 
which no human being, however highly gifted, 
can unravel “aud which Jesus himself, the 
greatest t probably that ever lived on 
earth, was unable to explain. And inevitably 
it must be so, for finite man cannot com 
prehend the\Infinite. No one can tell what life 
really is, nor is it probable that in the earth stage 
of existence we shall ever solve the problem.

THE SUEZ CANAL 


Sir Howard Vincent, M.P., who has recently 
returned to Loudon frum Egypt, delivered anu 
address last week on the origin, construction, 
and administration of the Suez Vanal, at 4 
meeting of the London Uhamber of Commerce. 
iteferring to the purchase by Lord Beacunsfield 
from the Egypuan Guverumeut of 176,602 out 
of the 400,000 canal shares, Sir Howard re- 
minded his audience that the market vaiue of 
these shares, which were bought at 56sfr. a 
piece, or only about dit, uiure than would 
have had to be paid at the time of insue 
in exceeded * £82,000,000 aud tbat 
Englandbad received £12,000,000 tn divideads 
and interest. ‘he whole purchase price having 
been reimbursed tbieetuld to the British 
public by the dues paid by British ships he 
contended that after alluwing, say, 10 per cent, 
per annum on the gutlay the balance should 
be applied either for the benefit of briush 
shipping as a whule by the remission of light 
dues or of some other impust, or else for the 
benefit of British ships providing this suurce of 
national income, by. reanbursement of, say, 
two-francs a ton, Alluding to the difficulties 
_Which have arisen abuut the Suyz Canal rates 

and rules aud the complaints emanating from 
the Chambers of Shipping of the United King- 
dom, he remarked that some heroic remedies 
had been suggested by competent authorities. 
It was stated, for instance, that a capital o 
between six aud seven milliuns was ready for 
the construction of a new British canal. ‘The 
British Government being trustee for Kgypt anu 
the Egyptian peuple, a very strong case woulu 
bave to be made out to induce 1% to consent to 
the construction of a secund canal on Eyypuian 
territory, and as the existing canal bad cust 
upwards of thirty million pounds up w the 
present timo the capital necessary fora new 
canal would be probably not far qhort of fifty 
millions. In these circumstances \he asked 
whetber it would not be better to consider how, 
by lowering the rates, by increasing the i- 
ties,by assistance trom the British Government 
out of its dividends, and by exercising the 
powers that we possess on the court of directors 
and among the shareholders, relief may be 
obtained ia any direction rather than by com- 
petition.
